3 Novelty 

Document US-A-5522310 (D1) is considered to be the closest prior art. It discloses a 
completely automatic, fully self-contained vending machine of standard size which 
may be operated so that a packaged food product can be withdrawn from a freezer 
for storing the food product, and delivered to a microwave oven for heating to an 
appropriate temperature, for delivery to the consumer within a relative short, 
commercially-desirable time period on the order of one minute or less, like the 
invention. 
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The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from D1 in that: 

1) the dispenser has at least two article magazines; 

2) the dispenser has at least one magazine discharge arrangement comprising at 
least one confectionery article fitting compartment; and 

3) at least one output compartment has been adapted for perfomiing a rotating 
movement upon activation of an activation an-angement thereby transferring at 
least one confectionary article comprised in at least one output compartment to 
a dispenser outlet. 

Therefore, the claim is new within the meaning of Article 33(2) PCT. 
4 Inventive Step 

These differences have the technical effect that the dispenser is a robust structure 
resisting forced access of a scrupulous person by having a two-step discharge 
process. 

Because of this difference, the following technical problem to be solved by the person 
skilled in the art may be formulated: "Having a system as disclosed In D1 , how to 
make the system more resistant to forced access by any scrupulous person'. - 

To solve this problem, claim 1 proposes the features 2) and 3). These features are 
not disclosed in D1, or any other document cited in the International Search Report. 
The claim therefore comprises an inventive step within the meaning of Article 33(3) 
PCT. ^ ' 

Therefore, independent claim 1 , as all claims depending thereon, fulfil the 
requirements of Article 33(1) PCT.
